The annual meeting of the trustees of Frost Free 
Library, was held on Tuesday, Sept.1, 1908, by 
special request of the president Lowell C. Frost, 
who was present and called the meeting to order. 
Prayer was offered by Rev. J. S. Gove, of the Con- 
gregational church. 

Reports of Secretary and Treasurer, read and 
approved, the latter stating a balance of $105.61 in 
the treasury. The excellent report of the Librarian 
Carrie T. Knowlton, was read: and accepted. As 
said report appears in another place we need not 
particularize. The Executive Committee reported 
having held regular meetings. The grounds have 
been kept in good order under the care of Floyd 
Gove.

During Sept. and Oct.,1907, the library” age 


was greatlyimproved by the laying of an absestolith : 
floor, the painting of the wall and the varnishing 
of the wood-work and cases, thus making the room 
much more attractive in its appearance. 

The library has been opened for the distribution 
of books but ninety-nine times during the year as it ° 
was closed on four Wednesdays and five Saturdays 
during the time that repairs were being made; also 
on Christmas and Memorial day and on July fourth. 


The number of books distributed from August 
28, 1907, to August 209, 1908, was 6058, an average 
of 65 books a day, which was a slight increase over 
last year’s circulation. The average daily distribu- 
tion of magazines was 19. Of the twenty-seven 
weekly and monthly magazines, two are presented 
foaewibrary, Kev. Alfred Frye. kindly sent us 
Zion’s Herald and the Loyal Temperance Legion 
gave two copies of the Crusade monthly. It has 
been the verdict of the patrons of the library that 
the selection of magazines this year was better than 
ever before. 


Seventy-five books have been added during the 
year and several pamphlets: of the former seven 
were gifts, three from G. L. Raymond, two from the 
State librarian, one from Mrs. H. H. Pease, and one 
from G. W. Nims of Boston. The forty books for 
children which were purchased in the Spring by the 
committee, Rev. John Kimball and Rev. Alfred 
Frye, have met with the hearty approval of parents, 
teachers and children, and are a most useful addi- 
tion to the library; and the frequent adding of 
books is the greatest factor in increasing the inter- 
est in the library as the constant demand for some- 
thing new is as urgent in library work as elsewhere; 
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yet the standard authors are always in demand and 
there has been a constant call for works of history, 
biography and poetry as well as for fiction. 

Over seventy new borrowers’ cards have been 
issued during the year, showing that new residents 
as well as Summer visitors appreciate the value of 
the library. 

Sixty books have been rebound and the Harper's, 
Scribner's, American, Literary Digest, Century 
and Atlantic monthly for 1907, were bound and 
placed on the shelves for circulation. One book 
was lost and five were removed from circulation. 

The unbound magazines for 1907, were sold at 
auction early in 1908 and the proceeds together with 
the sale of catalogues and the fines for the year 
amounted to $17.91. 

The largest number of Bdokes distributed ona 
single day was 146 books and 31 magazines and the 
smallest circtlation was ona very stormy day in 
Feb. when only 13 books and 7 magazines were 
issued. 

The most artistic aud none the less useful gift of 
the year was the beautiful mission table which 
serves as the delivery desk and forms the center of 
attraction in the room.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the Citizens of the town of Marlboro’, Greeting: 


In an address on the emancipation of education 
given last year, President Rooseveltsaid:“A cardinal 
American doctrine is this: furnish a reasonable 
equality of opportunity of education, and chance of 
development to all our children, wherever they live 
and whatever may be their station in life.” 

This has been the ideal of our New England 
civilization. One of the great forces that has pushed 
New England men and women to the front, has 
been the loyalty to the common school. This 
loyalty has been expressed during the past year 
and performance in the past is the promise for the 
future. In the great majority of cases, all we can 
give our children is an education. The citizens of 
Marlboro’, recognize this and again and again, have 
practiced the old fashioned virtue of self-denial — 
that their children might enjoy the privileges of the 
schools. 

Our schools are trying to fit our children for the 
responsibilities of citizenship. This is absolutely 
. essential in a government “of the people, for the 
people, and by the people.” | 


URAC Tre: 


It is fitting that both school board and citizens 
should express in this public way, our appreciation 
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of the faithful and painstaking service rendered by 
our teachers. While we give to them a financial 
compensation, in the large sense, their labor is a 
labor of love, Into their hands we give the task of 
developing the mental power of our children. By 
the silent influence of their lives, they are shaping 
the characters of our children. The school board 
feels that it can congratulate the town on its corps 
of earnest, efficient and conscientious teachers. 


SUMMER INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL. 


A term of five weeks, two sessions a day was held 
during Julyandapartof August. Twoexperienced 
teachers, graduates of Pratt Institute, Brooklyn, 
Wereetm charoe. Edward. H. Kidder, Esq. gave 
$100 dollars and the use of valuable tools and 
apparatus toward the maintenance of the school. 

The instruction was of a very high order and the 
pupils who attended made great progress. It is to 
be regretted that a larger number did not avail 
themselves of this remarkable opportunity. The 
gratitude of the town is due Mr. Kidder for his 
interest in its well-being and well-doing. There ts 
no doubt but that in the years to come an industrial 
training will be an important part of the education 


of every child.

During the past year, new language books and 
grammars have been purchased, new readers and 
eweographies have been put in nearly all the grades, 
new histories have been bought for the grammar 
and high schools and new algebras, French books 
and music books have been put into the High school. 
This has been a matter of expense, but these books 
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displaced some that have been in use many years. 
If the ones just purchased are carefully used they 
will last a long time. During the coming year, new 
arithmetics should be purchased for all the grades, 
and new science text books for the High school. 
Every year the state makes new demands of the 
approved schools in the matter of text-books, 
apparatus and instruction. Your school board is 
obliged to meet these requirements. 


REPAIRS. 


The repair bill has been unexpectedly large for 
the reason that the school board did not anticipate 
that it would be necessary to open a school in dis- 
trict number IV. On investigation, it was found 
that there was a number of small children of school 
age in that locality and aschool was opened. ‘This 
necessitated quite extensive repairs on the house 
and the building of a fence around it. The school 
house at Lowellville has been papered and painted 
inside and the outbuildings repaired. New black- 
boards have been purchased for school-house No. 
III] and No. I. 

During the coming year numerous repairs are 
needed at school-house number II. New floors 
should be laid in the High school room and the 
room occupied by the IV and V grades, new black- 
boards are needed in the High school room and 
new steps at the front of the building.
